W ilson Takes Hearers Back. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 22.—“If men are 
to know that a mere change of admin­ 
istration is to empty an office, no mat­ 
ter how they have deserved to be re­ 
appointed, there is not anything of 
Justice or public right left.” 
In these words President Elect Wil­ 
son let it be known that justice and 
consideration* for public service are to 
govern his appointments and that in 
considering any man for a place he is 
bound to recognize his fitness. 
He 
also indicated that he might in his 
appointments be expected to depart 
from the beaten path, which, in his 
opinion, leads “to scooping every of­ 
fice. ’ 
The governor's statement as to 
attitude toward appointments came at 
the conclusion of a hearing which he 
gave to a score of delegates represent­ 
ing labor organizations in 
various 
parts of New Jersey. 
They came to 
urge him to name John T. Cosgrove of 
Elizabeth as state commissioner of la­ 
bor to succeed Lewis T. Bryant. 
The 
latter is a Republican and his term is 
presently to expire. 
Mr. Cosgrove is 
a Democrat and now serves as a mem 
ber of the Employers’ liability com­ 
mission 
Samuel Botterill, a member 
of the executive council of the SUate ! 


Brotherhood of Carpenters and Build­ 
ers. was spokesman for the delegation, 
and he advanced the claims of Mr. 
Cosgrove, not only as a competent 
man with knowledge of the desires of 
union labor, but also as a Democrat. 
“May I say kindly,” concluded Mr. 
Botterill, “that we demand that labor 
may be recognized in this instance?” 
To 
which the governor 
replied: 
“There is another side in the matter 
which must be taken into considera­ 
tion, and that is public service. 
Pub­ 
lic office is not worth anything if an 
entirely satisfactory fulfillment of the 
duties of an office does not entitle a 
man to consideration for reappoint­ 
ment. If men are to know that a mere 
change of administration is to e m p t y 
an office, no matter how they have de­ 
served to be reappointed, there is not 
anything of justice or public right left. 
“I feel to the full extent the argu­ 
ment you have made in favor of Mr. 
Cosgrove, but I have not a clean slate 
to write on. If we were creating this 
office your arguments would be differ­ 
ent. T am bound to consider the claims 
of a man who has devoted (I can my­ 
self testify) as much energy and ar­ 
dor of spirit to this office as any pub­ 
lic officer has shown. 
While I shall 
l>e happy to consider the claims of Mr. 
Cosgrove, I owe it to myself to say 
this 
I think you went a little too far 
1 do not need to say to this company 
that I entirely sympathize with the 
aspirations of labor and that I entirely 
recognize the rights of labor, blit as 
the responsible appointing officer I am 
bound to consider the name of a man 
who has made good as Colonel Bryant 
lias.

Block In the Way. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — Representa­ 
tives of the Southern Pacific and Un­ 
ion Pacific railroads, acting under ple­ 
nary powers granted by their respec­ 
tive boards of directors, are holding a 
series of conferences in Washington in 
an effort to reach an agreement in 
regard to the dissolution of the so- 
called merger. 
Final disposition of 
the Central Pacific railroad is the chief 
stumbling block for the conferees. 
The Southern Pacific men decline 
absolutely to part with the Central, 
and the Union Pacific representatives 
are powerless to offer any inducements 
which will lead to a change of atti­ 
tude on the part of the owners of the 
Central Pacific. 
The representatives 
of the two systems two or three times 
interrupted their deliberations long 
enough to visit the department of jus­ 
tice and seek the opinion of Attorney 
General Wiekersham. 
It was very ap­ 
parent, however, that they were con­ 
sulting Mr. Wiekersham for the pur­ 
pose of settling differences 
themselves, and not with a 
obtaining his sanction of any proposi­ 
tion. 
It was acknowledged that the con­ 
ferees are deadlocked and that very 
little progress has been made.

stan dpo in t is that co llege men and 
wo men aro m arryin g in steadily de­ 
creasin g n u m bers and that recen t im­ 
migratio n is apparen tly killing o ff the j 
o ld American sto ck, are statem en ts ! 
made by W alter F. Willco x, the well- 
kno wn Co rnell statistician and so cio l­ 
o gist, in a discu ssio n o n eu genics. He 
said: 
“Recen t immigratio n is apparen tly 
killing o ff the o lder American sto ck. 
The mo st desirable elemen t fro m an 
eu genic viewpo int, inclu ding co llege 
men and wo men, are n o t m arryin g in 
the same pro po rtio n ate n u m bers as in 
the past, and the n atio n is the wo rse 
o ff fo r the fewer children o f desirable 
paren ts 
The large families o f less 
desirable paren ts amo n g the classes 
where su rro u n din gs are n o t the best 
is placing a check o n the pro gress o f 
the co u ntr>. 
Many civilized so cieties 
seem to be repro du cing mainly mo re 
feeble o r less desirable lines o f de­ 
scent. 
Thu s the o ld American sto ck 
is apparen tly lo sing gro u nd in the face 
o f recen t immigratio n. 
“Pro bably in New Yo rk state there 
are mo re deaths than births each year 
in this class. Every hu n dred men who
